strays from its own fireside it gets wobbly on the 
legs, painfully so, as indicated from the following ex- 
cerpt from a recent article entitled “The War Against 
Catalogue Houses :” 

We believe that no one is justified in attempting to pre- 
vent or restrict the full use of improved machinery, but this 
is as true of commercial machinery as of machintsts’ ma- 
chinery. What is sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander, 
and no one who takes part in such a war as the hardware 
jobbers and retailers now propose to carry on against cata- 
logue houses, or who rails at department stores, can consist- 
ently say a word against misguided workmen who object to, or 
try to prevent, the full use of labor-saving machinery. The 
principle is precisely the same in both cases and always 
wrong. 

What’s the connection? How far would this paper 
of cogs and calculus carry its prohibitions? Would 
it declare ex cathedra that no anti-cataloguer can con- 
sistently be a prohibitionist ? Should animosity against 
Sears, Ward & Co. bar one from being a vegetarian? 
Does the dealer who fights catalogue house competi- 
tion deprive himself thereby of a right to express him- 
self on the tariff? 

THE CHAMBERLAIN tariff commission of Great Bri- 
tain, in its report made public recently, gave out some 

: interesting figures showing how Great 
American Pre=pritain has been pulling behind the 


. eminence @ United Srates in pig iron and steel pro- 
Steel. 


duction. 
The report includes a series of tables based upon 
. sritish and foreign official returns. From the figures 


given the following conclusions are drawn: 

At the end of the 70’s the total amount of pig iron 
produced in the United Kingdom was nearly 6,750,000 
tons; that is, as much as the total production of the 
five iron-producing countries next in importance, and 
no less than 45 per cent of the total production of the 
world. 
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At the end of the 80’s the total amount of pig iron 
produced in all countries had increased to 59 per cent, 
but that of the United Kingdom by only 17 per cent. 
Germany and the United States, on the other hand, 
had increased their production by 93 per cent and 175 
per cent, respectively. 

Early in the go’s the United Kingdom lost the pre- 
eminence it had enjoyed for more than 100 years, and 
the United States took the first place. Since then the 
United Kingdom has been overtaken by Germany and 
has now fallen to the third place, while the total pro- 
duction of the United States is only just less than that 
of the United Kingdom and Germany taken together. 

In the United Kingdom, the production of pig iron 
has just kept pace with the increase of population. In 
Germany and the United States, the increase in pro- 
duction has been continuous and much more rapid than 
the increase of population. Of the six periods of years 
under review, three show a diminution of production 
as compared with the immediately preceding period in 
the case of the United Kingdom, while in the case of 
the United States and Germany each period has 
marked a considerable advance on the _ preceding 
period. 

If we turn to the consumption of pig iron, we find 
that the United Kingdom is now third among the iron- 
consuming countries. 

Thus, whatever test we apply, we find that the pig- 
iron industry of the United Kingdom is almost station- 
ary, and all the principal districts of the United King- 
dom where it is carried on are alike affected. 

The results in the case of steel are, it is stated, even 
more striking than in the case of pig iron. 

In the period of 1876-80, the quantity of steel an- 
nually produced in the United Kingdom was one-third 
of the total quantity produced by all countries; it is 
The United States on 
the other hand has increased its share of the total pro- 
duction of steel from about one-quarter to two-fifths ; 
and Germany from one-sixth to more than one-fifth.

If we take consumption of steel per head of the pop- 
ulation, the increase in the case of the United Kingdom 
is from 64 pounds to 253 pounds, but, in the case of 
the United States, the increase is from 37 pounds to 
404 pounds, and in Germany, from 25 pounds to 282 
pounds. 

While the steel requirements of the world are rap- 
idly increasing, the steel industry of the United King- 
dom is almost stationary, and the steel industry, both 
of the United States and Germany, is rapidly pro- 
eressing.

Center, the cutlery trade. Solingen workmen 


early acquired a wide reputation and 
sometimes took their skill far afield. One of the names 
found on old Toledo blades is German and is still 
borne by cutler families in the place. The art was jeal- 
ously guarded by the old guilds—the smiths, temper- 
ers, grinders, and finishers—who strictly limited the 
apprentices and the output. Every master had to have 
a trade-mark, which was registered by the local author- 
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ity, nailed up on the church door, and had a legal 
validity. The famous sign of the Twins dates from 
1731, when it was registered by Peter Henckels; it has 
been borne by the same firm ever since. Their factory 
is the largest in the place; but out of 2,000 workmen 
only Soo are employed in the works, the remaining 
1,200 work at home. This is the rule; the great bulk 
of the industry is carried on at home, as in old times, 
on the “chamber” system. It is encouraged by the 
local authority, which provides the men with gas and 


electric power, in lieu of the old water wheels. 


“T have had no opportunity of observing the conditions 
under which this ‘dangerous’ trade is carried on at home,” 
Says a correspondent of the London Times, “but they cannot 
be worse than those prevailing in the tenement chambers at 


Shefheld, and are probably better. In 1898 the government 


factory department at Dusseldorf issued a special order in 


consequence cf the prevalence of phthisis among the grinders. 


In the ten years, 1885-1895, 72.5 per cent of the deaths among 


knife grinders in the Solingen district were due to phthisis, 


against 35.3 per cent for the rest of the population over 14 


years of age; and an official medical examination showed 


that out of 1,250 grinders only 85 were over 45 years old.

in Solingen for 1901I—namely, 3.1 per 1,000—although above 


the average for German towns, is exceeded elsewhere; for 
instance, by Breslau (3.4), Ludwigshafen (3.4), Treves (3.2), 
and Heidelberg (3.2). The average for the whole of Ger- 
many in 1892-1900 was 2.4. One is therefore rather surprised 
that the Solingen figures are no higher; the place is fairly 
healthful, in spite of the occupation, as the general yearly 
death rate—18 per 1,000—sufficiently proves. As I have said, 
however, the departmental authority issued a special order 
relating to the installation of grinding shops and the removal 
of dust. In the Henckels Works the arrangements are ad- 
mirable. Great cleanliness is observed in the smallest details, 
light and ventilation are ample, extracting fans carry off the 
dust more efficiently than I have ever seen it done anywhere 
else, and everything tending to raise dust is carefully elimi- 
nated as far as possible; the driving straps and wheels are 
lodged in a gallery or passage between two shops, and there- 
fore outside the room; the stones and emery wheels are pro- 
tected by special and ingenious hoods. I believe that this is 
a model factory, and can not fairly be taken as an average 
sample, but I should like to have the opinion of Sheffield man- 
ufacturers upon it. I know their opinion of German cutlery, 
and it would surprise those complacent Englishmen who still 
think the word ‘German’ is synonymous with ‘inferior.* 


“Cheap ond inferior cutlery is turned out at Solingen, 
and not infrequently with the name Sheffield stamped on it; 
but they also produce goods of first-rate quality, and are able 
to compete with Sheffield on their merits. I should not ven- 
ture to say so on my own judgment, but my authority for the 
statement is the highest. That they turn out very beautiful 
things cannot be denied; I have seen exquisite specimens of 
damascened, inlaid, and fancy work. The _ superior 
Solingen cutlery is not cheap; the material is the best Swe- 
dish steel, the same that Sheffield uses. An extraordinary 
thing about the cutlery trade is the almost incredible variety 
of knives made. At the Suffolk works in Sheffield, for in- 
stance, they have 10,000 different patterns on the books, and 
will be actually making 3,000 to order at the same time. I 
found just the same thing at Solingen; Henckels have 9,000 
Every trade, every country, and 
even every district has its own knives; the Somerset plowboy 
wants a different knife from the Yorkshire plowboy, and new 
patterns are constantly coming out; the Suffolk works have 
averaged ten new patterns a week for two years. This is a 
trade which will not be standardized, and that is one reason 
why America has hitherto failed to compete. Let the fact 
be noted to the credit of European alertness and attention to 
the needs of the market.”

A NEW AIR HEATING DEVICE. 


Herewith is shown a new air heating device that 
Thomas Dalton, 220 W. Madison street, Chicago, is 
about to place on the market. 
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New Air Heating Device. 

It consists of a 2-inch air pipe with elbows and ex- 
tensions and runs through center of two lengths of 
6-inch stove-pipe as shown. For a 7-inch pipe the 
manufacturer uses 3-inch air pipe. It can be made 
larger and used as a regular radiator, with top, bottom 
and collars attached. He used it as shown last winter 
for three months on a heating stove burning soft coal 
and it didn’t clog or appear to interfere with the draft 
in any way. With an ordinary fire in the stove one 
could not hold their hand in front of the outlet in air 
pipe. 

It is arranged in the stove-pipe with the intention of 
having it receive the full benefit of whatever heat 
passes through the pipe. It can be used in a vertical 
or horizontal position.

A NEW STOVE CONCERN. 





The Economical Stove Works are a new Jackson- 
ville, Ill., concern, who were incorporated in January 
last with a capital stock of $2,500. J. O. Priest, John 
Hodgson, C. C. Self, J. F. Unglaub and C. F. Tonn 
are the incorporators. J. L. Priest is president, John 
Hodgsen is treasurer, J. A. Unglaub is secretary and 
general manager, and J. A. Carpenter is superintend- 
ent of agents. They are erecting a building on West 
Morgan street, that city, which they hope to have 
finished by Oct. 1st. Mr. Unglaub claims that this 
new stove will have 5,000 square inches of heating 
surface, which is secured by providing two air cavi- 
ties with three drum partitions. There are two open- 
ing about two inches in diameter leading from near 
the bottom of the fire box into the outer air cavity, 
which is the smoke chamber. The draught is down 
instead of up and all the smoke and flames are drawn 
through the bed of coals into the narrow passages, 
out to the outer smoke chamber. The smoke and 
flames in passing through the bed of coals loses the 
carbon properties, thus eliminating the soot, dirt and 
fumes. 

The middle chamber is purely an air chamber which 
is heated from both sides, the fire box on one side and 
the outer or smoke chamber on the other side. This 
middle or hot air chamber is so arranged that cold 
air is drawn in from the floor and escapes at the top 
of the stove heated. This gives a good healthy air 
circulation in each room. The down draft from fuel 
to fire instead of the present method from fire to fuel, 
is the striking difference in the pattern of this stove 
from all others, and in consequence there will be no 
soot and very little smoke.

CATALOGUE HOUSES ARE A DISTURBING ELE- 
MENT. 


“L. R.,” Minneapolis, Minn., writes: 
SUPPLY HOUSES DISCUSSED BY CREDIT 
I have been deeply interested in the discussion over cata- 


MEN. 


logue house competition which has been carried on in your 
paper and enclose herewith extracts from a paper read be- 
fore the Chicago Credit Men’s Association in which the mat- 
ter is put as follows: 

HOW SUPPLY HOUSES ARE HELPED. 

“The supply house and the catalogue dealer have been 
most in evidence among the troubles of the country retailer 
for a good many years. Both of these have their place, and 
are undoubtedly here to stay. The extension of the rural 
free delivery has immensely increased the facility of the great 
supply houses for reaching their customers, who are for the 
most part farmers, and still further extension of advantages 
and privileges is now being asked in what is known as the 
‘Parcel-Post Bill.’ 

ORIGIN OF SUPPLY HOUSE. 

“The supply house had its origin in the effort to elimi- 
nate the middleman. This was the slogan of the Grangers 
twenty-five years ago, when co-operative buying became a rage 
among the farmers everywhere. The weakness of this move- 
ment was developed in due time, but one of the reminders 
of the custom is to be found in a supply house in this city, 
which annually distributes millions of dollars’ worth of goods, 
and upon which other houses, in almost every important trade 
center in the West, have since been patterned. It matters 
not that there have been more failures than successes along 
these lines, the fact remains that every dollar’s worth of 
goods these houses sell makes it more difficult for the re- 
tailer in the country town to do business. 

STRIKE AT ALL BUSINESS INTERESTS. 

“The fact that Montgomery, Ward & Co. and Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. and other houses of the same sort are in busi- 
ness does not concern a single retailer in Chicago. But get 
out into the country and every storekeeper is affected by 
their operations. They. strike at every business man in the 
town, from the dealer in threshing outfits and wagons to the 
dealer in writing paper and pills. The great catalogues which 
they issue are wonderfully attractive, and are to many a 
woman next in personal regard to the family Bible. These 
concerns exact cash for the goods they sell, usually in ad- 
vance, and in times of financial stringency, from the farmers, 
who are their patrons, they get about all the cash that is cur- 
rent and leave the local merchant to do the credit business. 
Every dollar which goes to these houses makes it more difficult 
for your customer to meet his obligations when they become 
due, restricts the development of the country stores, entails 
possibly a wider margin on the limited number of goods 
actually sold by the country merchant, and breeds distrust 
of the merchant in the community in which he is attempting 
to do business, and where confidence and respect should be a 
larger part of his capital. 

SUPPLY HOUSES ARE HAMPERED. 

“Organizations, particularly in the hardware, the imple- 
ment and the lumber trades, have done something towards 
hampering the facility with which the supply houses have 
secured their goods, and probably more to prevent the estab- 
lishment of new houses. 

“But instances are not wanting in which staple goods are 
sold by the supply houses for less than the same things can 


be bought by the country merchant in the best of standing. 
It matters not that goods so offered are generally of an in- 
ferior grade, or have been bought at a bankrupt sale, or are 
at a loss, they are a disturbing element 
The 
rural free delivery has immensely increased the facility with 
which these great concerns are doing business. One of your 
members, even since I have had this paper in preparation, has 
reported that one of his customers has actually been com- 
pelled to retire from business because he could no longer com- 
pete with a combination made up of supply house and rural 
free delivery. But supply house and rural free delivery are 
both here, and here to stay, and the only problem to be solved 
is how this sort of competition may be met. I believe there 
is a solution, and that the country merchant, with the aid and 
co-operation of the jobber, will find it.

SUPPLY HOUSES RECEIVE INSIDE FIGURES. 

“Their interests are certainly mutual, for, carried to its nat- 
ural sequence, all the orders will go to the suply house, and 
the supply house buyer has already learned to go over the 
head of the jobber to the manufacturer. His orders have in 
many instances so outgrown those of the average jobber that 
the manufacturer turns a willing ear to his blandishments and 
gives him the inside figure. The jobber is utterly without 
method of defense, unless it be through the retailer, and he 
is at this juncture more interested in the retailer’s waning 
ability to pay, and his decreasing orders than in how the re- 
tailer is going to establish and maintain an effective picket line 
against the supply house dealer who is picking off the cash 
trade and leaving only the credic business. Even here it is re- 
ported the country retailer is about to confront a new form 
of competition, for the supply houses are credited with the 
intention, through the facilities offered by the rural free de- 
livery, of making a rural Bradstreet’s and extending limited 
credit to properly rated farmers. 

CATALOGUE DEALERS. 

“Distinct from what we commonly call the supply house 
are the catalogue dealers. These are more numerous, al- 
though less successful—dealers whose stock in trade very 
largely consists of printed matter and an office force. Cata- 
logues are compiled, the illustrations for which are not in- 
frequently furnished by the manufacturers, and the goods 
are purchased only as needed, and not infrequently shipped di- 
rect by the manufacturer upon the order of the catalogue 
It needs no argument to make plain that competition 
The manufacturer or jobber who 


dealer. 
of this sort is illegitimate. 
will lend himself to it is deserving of no consideration at the 
hands of dealers. No dealer, with his fixed charges, his 
capital in store and in stock, can compete upon equal terms 
with houses of this class.

ALLEGED TO HAVE ATTEMPTED TO SWINDLE

On complaint of several large wholesale hardware 
firms, a man who said he was Frank Walker of 148th 
Street and Convent Avenue, New York City, was ar- 
raigned in the Tombs Court, that city, on Aug. 5th 
last. He was accused of having swindled, or attempted 
to swindle these firms by passing himself off as C. T. 
Stork, general manager for the Columbian Hardware 
Company of No. 14 Warren Street. To carry out his 
scheme it was asserted he had rented desk room in 
No. 243 Broadway. 

The prisoner began his operations about two weeks 
ago, it is said, by ordering a half dozen expensive 
rifles from Schoverling, Daly & Gales, at Broadway 
and Duane Street. The order aroused suspicion, and 
the Columbian Hardware Company repudiated it. 
Then Walker ordered a typewriter in a salesroom in 
No. 310 Broadway. It was taken to the Broadway 
place for “Mr. Stork,” but the man who delivered it 
became suspicious and took it back. 

Large quantities of saws were ordered from sev- 
eral hardware firms, but it was when Walker went to 
the Allerton & Clarke Company and protested against 
the non-delivery of saw blades that he set in motion 
the machinery of the law. 

“Tf I’m not back by 10 o’clock send them to the 
Broadway address,” said “Mr. Stork.”

IMPORTANT WASHING MACHINE DECISION. 


The H. F. Brammer Mfg. Co., Davenport, Ia., have 
won a victory in their suit against the International 
Mfg. Co., Omaha, Neb., for alleged infringement on 
their washing machine patent. The decision rendered 
by the U. S. Circuit Court, District of Nebraska, Hon. 
J. E. Carland, judge, under date of July 6, 1904, 
states that the H. F. Brammer Mfg. Co. are the ex- 
clusive owners of letters patent No. 608,220 for new 
and useful improvements in mechanical movements 
adapted for use in washing machines, and that this 
patent was infringed upon by the plaintiffs—the same 
mechanical movements were embodied in a washing 
machine to which patent 736,285 was granted over five 
years after patent controlled by the H. F. Brammer Co. 

The defendants in this suit are enjoined during the 
remainder of the term of the Plagman patent under 
which this Davenport firm are operating, from directly 
or indirectly making or vending any washing machine 
containing or constructed in accordance with the Plag- 
man invention, and the complainants are allowed to 
recover from the defendants, the profits realized by 
them in the sale of this infringing washing machine, 
and also to recover from the defendants, the damages 
sustained by this infringement, together with the cost 
of this suit. 

This sweeping decision rendered, it will be observed, 
in spite of the fact that the defendant company secured 
a patent on their machine, would seem to conclusively 
prove that the movements which constitute the Plag- 
man patent are exclusively the property of the H. F. 
Brammer Mfg. Co., Davenport, Ia., during the life 
of their patent.

A damper is placed in the smoke pipe elbow that 
connects the back vertical flue to the smoke pipe, and 
by this damper the smoke can be let directly into the 
smoke pipe, as in case of starting a new fire when 
quick heat is wanted. 

The return flue radiator is a valuable feature in 
this furnace, as practically all the heat generated by 
the fuel is radiated inside the casing instead of escap- 
ing to the chimney. The flues are all inside the casing, 
none being in the cellar. 

The fire bowl is very heavy corrugated cast iron, 
having on top a deep cut joint into which a cast iron 
ring, bolted to the drum, fits. 

The grates are triangular. 

The ash pits are deep and roomy, are securely bolt- 
ed to the bottom plates, which, being pitted, gives ad- 
ditional room for ashes. 

The feed doors are extra large, the lower door be- 
ing the size of the average door, while the extra top 
door makes it easy to admit large chunks of wood and 
large pieces of soft coal. 

The ash pit door is also extra large, making it easy 
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for the removal of ashes or the removal of the grate 
in case of necessity. 

The ash pit and draft doors are ground on so as to 
prevent all leakage of air, making it possible to con- 
trol the drafts perfectly and carry fire twenty-four

THE ETNA FURNACE. 





rhe Pittsburgh Stove & Range Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., 
send us an attractive catalogue describing the Etna 
furnace. 

The ash pit in this furnace is cast solid in one piece 
without joints, which renders it dust-proof, preventing 
the dust and dirt from being discharged into the air 
space between the furnace and .casing, and being 
drawn through the registers. It is extra high and 
made with straight sides and square back. All of the 
ashes can be removed with the ordinary scoop. 

The grate used in the Etna furnace is the most im- 
proved style of the triplex grate, and consists of four 
bars triangular in shape set in a frame which rests 
on slides cast on the sides of the ash pit, making it 
easy to remove the grate through the ash pit door, 
for the purpose of inspection or repairs, without dis- 
turbing other parts. It is adapted to the use of either 
hard or soft coal, and is easily operated by means of 
the shaker handle. 

The dead ashes and clinkers can be removed with- 
out disturbing the live fire. Only one side of the grate 
bars are exposed to the fire at a time, which leaves 
the remaining two sides for cooling surface, prevent- 
ing warping and insuring great durability. By revers- 
ing the grate bars frequently and removing the ashes 
regularly, and not permitting them to accumulate for 
a longer period than twenty-four hours, the grates in 
the Etna furnace can be made to last for an indefinite 
period, it is claimed. 

The fire pot in the Etna furnace is vertical in shape, 
being the same diameter at the top and bottom, which 
gives it additional strength and prevents it being 
crushed by the weight of the upper portion of the fur- 
nace. 

The weakest part of a fire pot is the center, midway 
between the top and bottom, due to it becoming over- 
heated, and the unevenness of the expansion and con- 
traction causing it to crack, it is stated. This has been 
overcome by cutting the fire pot in two and building it 
in two rings or sections, which permits of expansion 
and contraction without injury. Deep cup joints at 
this point guarantee the best and most lasting results 
The fire pot is cast with extra heavy ribs on the in- 
side, which permits of the free circulation of air from 
the bottom to the top of the fire pot, thereby increas- 
ing the combustion and keeping a clear fire constantly 
in contact with the sides, and which, combined with 
the vertical construction, prevents the accumulation of 
dead ashes on the sides. This construction increases 
its heating capacity and insures the greatest results 
for the fuel consumed. The outside of the fire pot 
is cast with blades or wings which act as deflectors and 
give a more even distribution of the air over its sur- 
face, and adds largely to its radiating capacity there- 
by, greatly increasing the efficiency of the furnace. 

The air blast is a valuable device for securing perfect 
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combustion. It is introduced by placing a hollow cast 
iron ring between the upper ring of the fire pot and 
the combustion Currents of cold air are 
drawn from outside of the furnace through openings 
in the main front directly under the feed door, which 
hecome superheated and are discharged through small 
openings on the inside of the air blast ring and over 
the top of the fire, mingling with the smoke, soot and 
eases, in the combustion chamber, thereby increasing 
the combustion and consuming a valuable portion of

They are so made as to provide at every point for ex- 
pansion and contraction of the castings. 

The ash pit is large and high, allowing for a free 
circulation under the grates to prevent their warping. 

The fire pot is made in two extra heavy parts with 
cup joint at the center, allowing it to expand and con- 
tract at the very point where necessary. In thickness 
it varies from three-fourths of an inch on the smallest, 
to one and one-half inches on the largest furnace. It 
is deep and straight ; being straight prevents the ashes 
from accumulating on the sides, leaving the radiating 
surface sharp and effective.

The dome or pipe section, which receives the gas as it 
is expelled from the coal in the earlier process of com- 
hustion, is without an opening in the top, securing the 
thorough combustion of the gas before passing into 
the radiating pipes, making the radiating surface of 
this dome as sharp, quick and effective as that of the 
fire pot. 

The radiating pipes, twenty in number, and the 
dome, are cast in one solid piece. The form, size and 
number of these pipes tend to retard the rapid escape 
of the products of combustion. The pipes are per- 
pendicular, without any horizontal joints or projec- 
tions, leaving them positively self-cleaning, therefore 
the radiating surfaces are more powerful, and in conse- 
quence the heater is more economical in the consump- 
tion of fuel. 

The double radiator, a most important and distinct- 
ive feature, is also cast in one solid piece. Its con- 
struction is such that the greater portion of the prod- 
ucts of combustion, after leaving the dome, pass into

The water-pan door, being between the fire and ash 
pit doors, makes it most convenient to fill the water 
pan. This firm recommend the use of the water pan 
for artificial moisture. The air, when raised in 
temperature, has a greater capacity for carrying moist- 
ure, and if not artificially supplied, will take its moist- 
ure from objects it surrounds. 

The ash pit door is extra high, making it convenient 
to remove the ashes. 

The upper and lower shields, or door frames, are 
made with a cup joint where the upper shield over- 
laps the lower, making it absolutely impossible ior 
dust to find its way from the cellar into the air cham- 
ber of furnace. These shields or door frames are 
made with wide surfaces where the doors set against 
them. 

The base rings are made with double flanges, one 
inch apart, allowing a free circulation of air between 
the two casings, preventing the radiation of heat from 
the furnace into the cellar.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The market as a whole has weakened perceptibly. 
Pig iron alone has shown no traces of inertia. Fin- 
ished materials are not moving rapidly. The recent 
developments in the billet world are not conducive to 
any improvement. Buyers and sellers alike seem 
stunned by the open reduction in price granted by the 
Republic Iron and Steel Co., although the associa- 
tion price-schedule had been regarded as only nominal 
for some months previous. In fact, quotations on al- 
most all finished goods are shaded whenever such ac- 
tion wili bring a desirable order. Specifications on 
existing contracts are scanty. The American Steel 
and Wire Company has issued a circular announcing 
that a cut in steel and wire products went into effect 
Tuesday. The reduction in the various grades averages 
about $5 a ton. The cut affects all products except 
rails and billets. 

Merchant and cast iron pipe and boiler tubes are 
selling more freely than other finished products. Many 
dealers in these goods assert that trade is now as good 
as ever. 

Pig iron is holding its own. With only three ex- 
ceptions Southern furnaces are unanimous in asking 
$9.50, Birmingham, for No. 2. They seem in a good 
way to realize their wishes. The coal miners’ strike 
in Alabama and Tennessee is practically settled in 
favor of the operators. This settlement will put sev- 
eral furnaces in action, but it is felt that the steady 
and seasonable increase in demand will more than off- 
set the increase in production. Careful critics believe 
that the consumption of pig iron at present is almost 
equal to the production. Several orders for Southern 
iron, netting about 1,500 tons, were placed during the 
week at quoted prices. Deliveries during the next 
four months were the rule. 

The bulk of the business went to Northern interests. 
There seemed to be no time limit for deliveries. Many 
melters took advantage of this sentiment, and closed 
contracts covering their requirements up to April, 
1905. Prices have stiffened to a great extent. Many 
sellers are asking $14 for No. 2 for 1905 deliveries. 
One local producer is holding out for $13.75 for fall 
delivery. $14.75, Chicago, is now the minimum for 
Lake Superior charcoal. 

July’s pig iron production of anthracite and bitumi- 
nous furnaces was 210,000 tons less than June, next to 
January the smallest output of the year. In addition 
the stocks increased 46,322 tons, making a net loss in 
consumption in the month of 256,000 tons, or 25 per 
cent of the July consumption. The daily capacity of 
furnaces was reduced from 272,300 tons on July 1 to 
246,090 tons on Aug. 1, a flat contradiction of the 


Wall Street gossip of the month. 





BILLETS. 
The local market is in a lifeless condition so far as 
new orders or specifications are concerned. The most 
intense interest is shown, however, in the threatened

price war. A disruption of the pool is expected daily. 
It is said that the United States Steel Corporation is 
extremely bitter over the recent conversion deal into 
which the Republic Iron and Steel Co. recently en- 
tered. 





IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


Iron bars are in good demand. Lots averaging from 
200 to 600 tons and from widely scattered sections are 
numerous. Mills are working long hours and manu- 
facturers are optimistic. 1.35c, Chicago, is the mini- 
mum quotation. It is expected that this will be raised 
if the price of old material continues to soar. It is 
doubtful whether speculators will be able to force 
prices of scrap iron much higher. Specifications on 
steel bars are heavy; new business, rather light. The 
local implement mill is still cutting association prices 
$1 to $2 a ton. 

We quote prices, Chicago delivery, mill shipments, 
as follows: Bar iron, 1.35c; soft steel bars, 1.40c to 
1.5114c; soft steel angles, less than 3x3, 1.61%4c; 
hoops, 1.71%4c. On lots from store, we quote bar iron, 
1.75c base, full extras; steel bars, 1.70c to 1.80c base, 
half extras ; hoops, 2.10¢ rates, full extras.

SHEETS. 

Prices are very irregular, though the demand con- 
tinues of ample proportions. The following quotations 
may serve as an index, provided the buyer under- 
stands that from $1 to $2 a ton may be knocked for 
desirable business. 

We quote one pass, cold rolled, blue annealed sheets, 
mill shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Nos. 9 
and 10, 1.77¥%c to 1.79¥%c; Nos. 11 and 12, 1.79%c 
to 1.86'%4c; Nos. 13 and 14, 1.86%4c to 1.91%c; Nos. 
15 and 16, 1.89%c to 2.01%c. On box annealed, one 
pass, cold rolled: Nos. 18 and 20, 2.01c to 2.06%4c; 
Nos. 22 and 24, 2.06%c to 2.11%c; Nos. 25 and 26, 
2.11%c to 2.16%4c; No. 27, 2.16%c to 2.21%c; No. 28, 
2.264%2c to 2.31%c; No. 29, 2.41%c to 2.46%4c; No. 
30, 2.51Y%4c to 2.56%c. Jobbers report a fair demand 
for both black and galvanized sheets from stock. Prices 
are without change, and we quote as follows: No. 10

The demand for steel plate is ex- 
ceptionally light, and in order to keep his works in 
operation the accused member has been granting con- 
cessions to consumers. The regular meeting of the 
steel plate pool will not be held until October. At 
the meeting last month it was stated that there would 
positively be no changes in prices and for this reason 
the members agreed that monthly meetings would not 
be necessary. 


OLD MATERIAL.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 

A heavy reduction in the prices of wire and wire 
products was announced Aug. 16th by the American 
Steel and Wire Co. This reduction is to take effect 
at once and will probably remain in force for the next 
six months. The reduction is 35 cents per 100 pounds 
on smooth fence wire, 30 cents on nails, and 45 cents 
on barb wire. This brings the price on these products 
about 16 cents lower than the actual selling price of 
the last two months. It will be noticed that the differ- 
entials have been altered—that the new scale makes a 
smaller gradation between barb wire and nails and a 
larger between nails and smooth fence wire. The re- 
duction was forced on the manufacturers by keen com- 
petition and slack business. So far local jobbers have 
not changed their prices. 

The presence of rust in large wheat fields in the 
North and Northwest has raised prices far above ex- 
pectations. The actual damage will not be known 
until the threshing season is well advanced. It is 
probable that the actual monetary loss to farmers, 
owing to the advent of this dread disease, will be al- 
most nil, because of the greatly advauced prices. The 
damage seems to be very evenly distributed. Reports 
indicate that no entire districts have been wiped out. 
In the same locality, some fields are absolutely value- 
less, while adjoining acres will yield handsome crops. 
Other crops are good and promise to pay heavily. 

Fall and early winter goods are meeting with a ready 
welcome. Shovels, sleds, hot-air furnaces, 
stones, etc., are selling well. Builders’ hardware is in 
good demand. A meeting of sad iron manufacturers
